To  anticipate  the  fa(te  of  a  Protestant  minority  at  the 
fcaods  of  a  Catholic  majority,  within  the  boundary  of  the  British 
^pire.  one  can  draw  inspiration  from  very  few  examples  in  his- 
«ory.    In  fact.  I  know  of  two  only.

teeased  burning  witches.  This  precedent  ought  not  to  forebode  per- 
fcecution  to  the  Ulster  Protestants. 

Iv  r*!  '®^°™*  "  Quebec.  Not  only  the  Quebec  of  to-day.  where 
the  Protestant  minority  enjoys  the  amplest  measure  of  liberty  and 
generosity  ever  enjoyed  by  a  minority  differing  from  the  majority 
4n  race,  creed  and  language;  but  Quebec  as  it  was  a  few  years  after 
the  Conquest,  overwhelmintfy  French  and  Catholic,  still  smartiog 
tander  the  yoke  of  English  oligarchy,  sUll  denied  some  of  the  ele- 
taentary  Htfrts  of  British  citizenship,  but  ah-eady  in  possession  of 
Its  elected  Legislative  Assembly.  —  a  privilege  granted  to  it  as  a 
partial  reward  for  the  loyatty  of  its  people  at  the  time  of  the 
•American  Rebellion.  One  of  the  first  measures  which  that  French 
•and  Catholic  Assembly  passed  was  to  gi^e  to  aU  Protestant  churches, 
Uie  same  powers  of  legal  organisatioa  as  were  possessed  by  the 
Aoman  Catholic  Church.
